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A BLAZE in a bacon 
factory, which was tack- 
led by more than 30 
firefighters, gutted a 
three-storey building. 

Some six fire crews from 
across West Suffolk battled 
the huge inferno in a meat 
processing plant which 
has caused tens of thous¬ 
ands of pounds damage. 

Six fire crews were called to the 
Vion Food Group pork process¬ 
ing plant at Little Wratting at 
2.50am on Monday. 

Fire broke out in the ground 
floor oven area but was spotted 
by engineers. 

At the height of the blaze, 
firefighters from Haverhill, Clare, 
Wickhambrook, Long Melford 
and Bury St Edmunds fought to 
contain the fire. 

The blaze was brought under 
control by 7.35am but fire crews 
continued to check for hotspots. 

Vion, a Dutch company, took 
over the Grampian Country 
Food Group in June, 2008. 

A company spokesman said: 
“The fire was discovered by 
engineers on a routine inspect¬ 
ion. They quickly called the fire 



service and they arrived and 
dealt with the situation very 
quickly. 

“There were no injuries as a 
result of the incident and we 
have moved operations to 
another part of the site so as not 
to disrupt supply to our custom¬ 
ers. 

“The fire did cause extensive 


damage to the building and we 
are now assessing the cost. 

“We are co-operating with the 
authorities and have also laun¬ 
ched our own internal invest¬ 
igation to discover the cause of 
the fire.” 

A turntable ladder and a 
rescue vehicle also attended. 

A Suffolk Fire and Rescue 


Service spokeswoman said: “The 
fire started in an oven on the 
ground floor. Firefighters used 
breathing apparatus to enter the 
building which was well alight. 

“By 11am fire inspectors were 
at the site looking for any hot¬ 
spots.” 

Last year the company shed 
up to 470 workers after it ann¬ 


ounced the closure of its abattoir 
and butchery 

More than half of its 800 emp¬ 
loyees at the Little Wratting site 
were part of the firm’s restruct¬ 
uring.

ELLUL 
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RESIDENTS fighting plans for a 
wind farm near their village will 
soon be laying out their objections 
to the proposals. 

Renewable energy firm Enertrag last year 
saw its bid for eight wind turbines on land 
between Linton and Great Chesterford 
turned down by Uttlesford District Council, 
while South Cambridgeshire District Council 
(SCDC) failed to make a decision within the 
application timeframe. 

A long-awaited public inquiry into the bid 
started this week and is expected to last 17 
days. It will be attended by representatives 
from Enertrag UK, both district councils, 
Pampisford Estates, and the Stop Linton 
Wind Farm Action Group. 

Tony and Helen Crarup, of Linton, were 
just two of the local residents who attended 
the hearing to object to the application. 

Mrs Crarup said: “Our major worry would 
be the level of noise the wind farm would 
create, especially since our home is quite 
near to the proposed site.” 

Last year, eight parish councils lodged 
objections to the plans. Linton, Hadstock, 
Hildersham, Little Chesterford, Great 
Chesterford, Hinxton, Little Abington and 
Great Abington all voiced their disapproval 
to both district councils. 

Around 3,400 questionnaires were also 
sent out to villagers and of the 1,169 re¬ 
turned, just 17 were in favour, fim Paice, MP 
for South East Cambridgeshire, also wrote to 
SCDC opposing the scheme. 

The Stop Linton Wind Farm Action group 
has waged a campaign against the wind 
farm plans since they were first proposed in 
2007. It lists the visual impact of the 125- 
metre wind turbines, noise and health 
concerns, and the potentially adverse effect 
for air traffic controllers guiding planes to 
and from Luton and Stansted airports as 
reasons to reject the bid. 

But the inquiry, chaired by appeal 
inspector Philip Major and planning 
inspectorate Paul lackson, got off to a shaky 
start on Tuesday when it was adjourned 
before the end of the first day. 

Proceedings were postponed immediately 
after lunch when a request was received for 
new information to be taken into account. 

Mr Major admitted news of the delay had 
come as an “anti-climax” to the many parties 
eager to have their say. 

As the inquiry entered its second day, a 
spokesman for Enertrag set out the principle 
components of the landscape before 
addressing questions of sensitivity. 

He said the area was being presented as a 
“pristine rural landscape” but was in fact 
agricultural land with the presence of major 
energy infrastructure. 

A decision on the application is expected 
to be made by March. 



Police advice

PARENTS are being urged to put 999 
on their children’s mobile phones after 
a man followed a 12-year-old girl on 
her way to and from school. 

Officers have launched a fresh 
appeal for information after the 
youngster was followed twice by the 
same man as she walked through an 
alleyway between Cambridge Way and 
Parkway Middle School in Haverhill. 

Although the bald man did not speak 
to the girl or try to touch her, police are 
treating it as an accosting, as the 
Weekly News reported last week. 

The man, in his 30s, was white, 
about 5ft llin tall and was wearing 
blue jeans and a black woolly hat. He 
was carrying two plastic bags. 

The incidents happened on Monday, 
January 25 at about 8.20am and 
3.25pm. 

Pc Will Wright, of the Haverhill Safer 
Neighbourhood Team, has urged par¬ 
ents to put the police’s emergency and 
non-emergency numbers on their 
children’s mobile phones. 

He said: “We have not had any 
information about the man we would 
like to speak to so I am making a fresh 
appeal for witnesses. 

“I would also urge children to avoid 
secluded footpaths and stick to the 
main roads and always walk together 
in groups. And if a child is scared or 
worried when they are walking they 
can dial 999 or phone the non¬ 
emergency number. If parents want 
some safety advice I am happy to 
organise talks or meetings.”

‘Naughty’ shop in 
Sunday opening bid 


A SEX and fancy dress shop 
in Haverhill has been hit by 
the recession - but the 
owner has risen to the 
challenge. 

The Naughty but Nice store in 
Queens Street has launched a bid 
to open on Sundays after seeing a 
slump in sales due to the eco¬ 
nomic downturn. 

Now the owner Mark Simpkin 
is launching a new Ann Sum- 
mers-style home party service 
and a new website - but he will 
be aiming at couples. 

He opened the store eight years 
ago amid controversy but has 
repeatedly had the shop’s licence 
renewed - and its opening hours 
increased. 

Mr Simpkin said: “Since the 
recession started we have seen 
sales go down although the fancy 
dress and party side of the 
business is doing well. 

“I am looking at starting parties 
like those Ann Summers puts on 
at people’s homes. Instead of 
aiming at women I will be tar¬ 
geting couples as I’d say about 50 
per cent of my customers are 
women. 

“I think if people are going to 
use sex aids then they should 
really buy them together.” 

Mr Simpkin also called for the 
council to scrap the high cost of 
sex shop licences and claims 
Cambridge’s Ann Summers store 
should be subject to licensing 
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conditions. 

There are no age restrictions on 
who can enter the shop in Lion 
Yard - which sells goods ranging 
from lingerie to sex toys and 
adult DVDs. 

Yet similar stores such as The 
Private Shop in Chesterton Road 
and Mr Simpkin’s own store have 
to apply for an annual licence to 
trade, which includes a condition 
that they enforce a strict over 18 
policy. 

Mr Simpkin, who pays the 
council more than £1,000 a year 
for his licence, said: “Ann 
Summers is selling very similar 
products as we are yet does not 
have to pay for a licence. Some 
sex shops in Soho have to pay 
£30,000 a year and that’s why 
many are closing.” 

And he believes that sex shops’ 
seedy reputation is a thing of the 
past. 

He said: “Nowadays you see 
programmes such as Alan 
Titchmarsh’s in the afternoon 
talking about and showing sex 
aids. I think the seedy reputation 
no longer applies.” 

And Mr Simpkin has applied to 
St Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s Licensing and Regulatory 
Committee to open on Sundays 
and is waiting to hear its dec¬ 
ision.

A FORMER Royal servant 
suffered two black eyes after 
tripping on a damaged pave¬ 
ment in Haverhill. 

Beatrice Peters, 80, fell in the High 
Street outside Clarks shoe store after 
stumbling on cracks in the paving 
stones. 

The pensioner, who once served as a 
parlour maid to Lady Astor’s son after 
leaving her home island of St Helena in 
the South Atlantic in 1948, was left 
traumatised and with black eyes.

The council 
should do something about it before 
someone else gets hurt a lot worse.

But the brave pensioner refused to go 
to hospital after the fall last Thursday 
and says she will not take any legal 
action. 

She added: “Everyone sues for every¬ 
thing these days. People have to take 
responsibility. All I ask is that the council 
takes theirs seriously and fixes the 


pavement.” 

Beatrice came to Britain from the 
island where Napoleon was exiled and 
was thrust into the glamorous post-war 
world of royal parties and rubbed 
shoulders with the stars. 

She said: “I served Princess Margaret 
and many royals and Hollywood stars 
while I was a parlour maid.” 

And she had a close encounter with 
heartthrob of the time and original 
Casino Royale star David Niven. 

She said: “He was going riding and I 
went to his room to tidy up but he was 
still there. I saw him putting on his 
riding britches and I said I’d come back. 
But he said ‘no, come on in’. I was very 
shy and ran off.”

A million residents - but 
only a handful of doctors 


SERVICES provided by pri¬ 
mary care trusts (PCTs) for 
out-of-hours doctors have 
left more than one million 
residents depending on just 
a handful of GPs overnight. 

GPs were allowed to opt out of 
providing an out-of-hours service 
as part of their 2004 contract 
changes and responsibility was 
instead passed to the trusts. 

But 565,000 people in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire have been left with as 
few as three doctors providing 
overnight cover while neighbouring 
Suffolk had just two doctors for 
600,000 people. 

The trusts employ private firms 
or groups of independent doctors

to provide cover and some have 
flown in foreign doctors to help. 

An inquest was continuing this 
week into the death of 70-year-old 
David Gray, from Manea, who was 
injected with 10 times the rec¬ 
ommended dose of painkillers by 
Dr Daniel Ubani in February 2008. 

The Nigerian-born German 
doctor was employed by Take Care 
Now, which formerly ran out-of- 
hours care in East Cambridgeshire 
and Fenland. 

Matthew Smith, assistant dir¬ 
ector of out-of-hospital care at 
NHS Cambridgeshire, said: “In 
Cambridgeshire, out-of-hours GP 


services are provided by Urgent 
Care Cambridgeshire (formerly 
Camdoc), Huntsdoc and Peter¬ 
borough Community Services. 

“At present three GPs cover the 
midnight to 8am shift during the 
week and at weekends, when call 
times are at their lowest. An add¬ 
itional two GPs work the midnight 
to 8am shifts on a Friday to match 
call volumes. 

“There is additional back-up GP 
cover available as required through¬ 
out these shifts if the call demand 
unexpectedly increases. 

“Providers are required to staff all 
shifts with sufficient doctors, 
nurses, drivers and call handlers to 
ensure that all quality standards are 
met.” 

A spokesman for NHS Suffolk 


said: “We commission a service 
which means people in Suffolk who 
need care out of hours are seen by 
experienced clinicians, the majority 
of whom are Suffolk GPs.” 

The Conservatives have pledged 
to make GPs responsible for round- 
the-clock care. 

South Cambridgeshire MP And¬ 
rew Lansley, shadow health 
secretary, said the PCTs had failed 
to deliver the quality of out-of¬ 
hours services the public had a 
right to expect. 

He said: “Labour are spending 
£J60 million on ensuring GPs stay 
open for an extra hour some even¬ 
ings but at nights and weekends 
they seem indifferent to the fact 
that there are hardly any doctors 
available at all.”

A MOTORCYCLIST who 
drove on the wrong side of 
the road in a 105mph 
police pursuit claimed he 
was unaware of attempts 
to stop him.

said to have shown he was un¬ 
aware of the activity or thought it 
didn’t apply to him. 

Snoad admitted dangerous 
driving on May 21, 2007. 

fudge Christopher Ball QC told 
him: “You didn't allow yourself 
enough time to absorb what was 
going on around you - it didn’t 
take into account the possibility 
of a doddery old lady pulling 
out." 

Commentary from the heli¬ 
copter highlighted the dangerous 
manoeuvres, although fudge Ball 
accepted the driving was con¬ 
fined to the main roads and that 
Snoad slowed down at junctions 


and roundabouts. 

Richard Conley, mitigating, 
told how Snoad had been 
unaware of the pursuit and 
police activity and that there had 
been no accidents and no one 
was injured. 

He said Snoad, who was 
working as a builder at the time, 
had now “settled down” and was 
“no longer a nomad”. 

Snoad, now of Douglas on the 
Isle of Man, was given a six 
months jail sentence, suspended 
for two years. 

He was also disqualified from 
driving for a year, ordered to pay 
£150 costs, and banned from 
entering Essex for 18 months. 

Afterwards, Snoad said: “My 
driving was shocking and 
disgusting - I'm still dealing with 
it.”

Proceeds 
of crime to 
be seized 


GREATER effort will be made to 
seize money and assets from 
criminals to stop them from 
benefiting from breaking the law. 

In Suffolk, where the county’s police 
force received £53,000 redistributed by 
the Home Office in December, specialist 
financial investigators are being used to 
target career criminals who cause most 
harm in communities. 

Members of a drugs gang operating in 
Cambridgeshire and Suffolk from a base 
in Haverhill were last week ordered to 
pay several thousand pounds or have 
extra time added to their jail sentences. 

A conference, hosted by the Suffolk 
Criminal Justice Board (SCJB), was held 
at the county’s police headquarters to 
highlight the use of the Proceeds of 
Crime Act. 

One of the main aims was to show that 
career criminals who had appeared 
beyond the law are now well within its 
reach and can expect to have their assets 
taken, be it their cash, houses, cars or 
other valuable property. 

Chief Constable Simon Ash said: “The 
focus of our efforts should be targeted at

those who cause the most harm within 
the communities of Suffolk. The public 
want us to take the ill-gotten gains from 
criminals who live lifestyles beyond their 
lawful means. 

“We have been very successful in 
doing this and then ploughing cash back 
into community projects through the 
national Pay Back scheme.” 

Temporary Detective Superintendent 
Steve Mattin said: “We want criminals to 
feel the full weight of the law, but we also 
want to put them out of business 
permanently by taking their profits. 

“The Proceeds of Crime Act demon¬ 
strates clearly that crime does not pay 
and we are extremely committed to 
using these powers to their full potential. 

“We are always keen to hear from the 
public about any person who appears to 
have wealth and possessions without 
any apparent legal means of funding this 
lifestyle, and who they suspect may be 
involved in criminality.”

Tourists bring 
cash to county

A CAMPAIGN to attract 
tourists has been credited 
with bringing £1.75 mill¬ 
ion into the Suffolk econ¬ 
omy. 

The marketing campaign by 
Choose Suffolk helped bring 
spending equivalent to nearly 
£5,000 a day into the county 

Advertisements on the Lon¬ 
don Underground and other 
locations were used as part of 
the “Come to Your Senses: Visit 
Suffolk” campaign between April 
and September last year. 

The £100,000 campaign in¬ 
cluded website marketing to 
promote the county as a place to 
visit for days out or short breaks. 

Now a report compiled from 
results of an online survey has 
shown that it succeeded in 
boosting the county’s economy 

Alex Paul, Choose Suffolk’s 
tourism manager, said: “This 
online survey, the first we have 
undertaken to test the effect¬ 
iveness of a tourism campaign, 
asked respondents who had 
either visited or booked with the 
intention of visiting Suffolk 
whether exposure to the camp¬ 
aign influenced their decision. 

“It found that there was a 
particularly high recall rate 
amongst respondents for Come 
to Your Senses: Visit Suffolk.” 

More than £1.1 million is 
reported to have been spent by 
visitors who came to the county 
after looking at a Great Days Out 
in Suffolk brochure. 

Celia Hodson, chief executive 
of Choose Suffolk, said: “This 
evaluation report gives us a clear 
insight into the most effective

channels for reaching potential 
visitors to Suffolk, while also 
revealing their patterns of 
spending behaviour and length 
of stay in the county. 

“Tourism is extremely import¬ 
ant to the county’s economy and 
contributes £1.63 billion per year 
to Suffolk, so it is important that 
we are targeting our marketing 
campaigns effectively, as this 
research demonstrates, and 
successfully positioning Suffolk 
as a premier tourism destin¬ 
ation.” 

Choose Suffolk is the trading 
name of the Suffolk Develop¬ 
ment Agency which ran the 
campaign in partnership with 
the county council. 



Extra tool in fight against drugs 


A BOOST has been given 
to the Suffolk police 
drug-busting armoury. 

The force has bought a 
new drug detection 
device with funding from 
the West Suffolk and 
Babergh East Local 
Strategy Partnership. 

The Ion Track machine 
will be the county’s third 
trace detector, which can 
sense even the smallest 


traces of illegal sub¬ 
stances. 

The detector will be 
used in the West Suffolk 
area, including Haverhill, 
to identify drugs on any 
object such as hands, 
tables or laptops and 
even money. 

It works by officers 
brushing the surface to 
take a swab, which is 
then fed into the trace 


detector to reveal any 
illegal substances such as 
cocaine, heroin and 
ecstasy. 

It is used around the 
world and uses the same 
process as equipment 
commonly seen at air¬ 
ports. 

Robin Pivett, Suffolk 
Police community safety 
officer, said: “This mach¬ 
ine gives excellent results 


and takes the guesswork 
away for any police 
officer who suspects 
drugs. We will mainly be 
using the machine for 
community safety work 
but it can also be used 
for law enforcement. 

“Anyone who gives a 
positive reading is off¬ 
ered support if they think 
they have a problem with 
substance misuse.” 


Jewels and 
laptop stolen 

A FLAT-screen 
television, along with a 
laptop computer and 
other items worth 
several thousand 
pounds, were stolen in 
a house burglary. 
Thieves broke into the 
house at Moneypiece 
Close, Haverhill, 
through a conservatory 
door. 

They stole a 32-inch 
Samsung television, a 
Sony Vaio laptop, two 
pieces of Tiffany 
jewellery, a white DS

THE chief of staff to shadow chan¬ 
cellor George Osborne has been 
selected as the Conservative 
candidate for West Suffolk.

Sharing history of 
ancient churches

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Jessica’s back at her best 
after finding her own cure

1 NJOYING a 


^ holiday with 
her family, Jessica 
Wong didn’t have a 
care in the world. 


Having just completed 
her GCSEs, and looking 
forward to starting her 
A-levels that September, 
Jessica’s life changed 
suddenly when, during a 
day on the beach, her 
mum noticed something 
was wrong with her back. 

“I was in my bikini, so 
it was probably quite 
visible then,” explains the 
19-year-old Cambridge 
student. “Apparently, it’s 
quite a classic story 
about how Scoliosis is 
noticed, because when 
people have their clothes 
on you don’t notice it too 
much.” 

What her mum had 
noticed was that Jessica’s 
back wasn’t straight - in 
fact it was curving at an 
alarming angle. 

Once back in the UK, 
and with her mum for 
support, Jessica went to 
her GP who diagnosed 
Scoliosis: a back 
condition that causes the 
spine to curve to the left 
or right. It affects more 
than four per cent of the 
population. 

“Once I started looking 
I did notice the curve in 
my spine more and more, 
especially when I looked 


Facing a life of pain or potentially dangerous surgery to 
correct a spinal condition, Cambridge medical student Jessica 
Wong turned sleuth to research her own solution - with 
remarkable results.

at photos and in the 
mirror,” remembers 
Jessica. “I avoided 
wearing certain types of 
clothes that showed it 
off.” 

Referred to an 
orthopaedic surgeon to 
confirm the diagnosis, 
Jessica was dealt the 
devastating news that 
Scoliosis is incurable. The 
only treatment available 
to correct the spine is a 
major operation 
involving metal rods 
being permanently 
inserted under the skin 
either side of the spine, 
before the spine is fused 
solid - an operation 
which carries the risk of 
paralysis. 

“I was told that 
because there is no cure I 
just had to observe my 
spine to see if it got any 
worse - generally, just 
live with it,” says Jessica. 
“The operation wasn’t 
offered to me, but it was 
never something we were 
considering or wanted.” 

Disappointed with the 
consultation, Jessica 
threw herself into her 


studies in her home town 
of Chichester, with her 
increasingly curving 
spine and recurring back 
pain as constant 
reminders of her 
Scoliosis. 

“I searched Scoliosis a 
lot on the internet, where 
there are lots of horror 
stories. It didn’t really 
help, it just panicked 
me,” explains Jessica. 

”1 was definitely 
unhappy living with 
Scoliosis then, generally 
because I felt I was quite 
young to be feeling like I 
did. 

“I didn’t notice it every 
minute of every day but 
in my Saturday job, 
which was at a pharmacy, 
I would feel very achy at 
the end of my shift from 
standing up all day and 
just being generally 
uncomfortable with 
backache. 

“I was always thinking 
about the Scoliosis and 
that I was going to live 
like this for the rest of my 
life, with aches and pains. 
I thought, if I’ve got 
backache now, what will 


it be like when I’m 
older?” 

Managing to cope with 
the pain during her A- 
levels, Jessica didn’t let 
the condition affect her 
studies and, in 2008, was 
delighted to get the 
grades required to study 
medicine at Cambridge. 

However, at the start of 
her first year in the city, 
Jessica began to 
experience excruciating 
back pain and returned 
to a website, Scoliosis 
SOS, for help. 

“My back was getting 
worse and I wanted to do 
something about it,” 
remembers Jessica. 

After discussing 
Scoliosis SOS with her 
parents, Jessica went to 
the Suffolk-based clinic 
for a consultation and to 
discuss attending a four- 
week treatment course. 

Founded and run by 
Erika Maude, who has 
Scoliosis herself, the 
clinic opened three years 
ago and is the only one in 
the world to offer 
treatment following the 
non-invasive ScolioGold

method, which uses a 
combination of non- 
surgical treatments. 

Originally writing the 
treatment off when she 
was 16 due to its price 
(about £3,000 for the 
four-week course), and 
because it was not a 
guaranteed cure, Jessica 
and her parents now felt 
it was her only option. 

“Because of university, 

I wasn’t free to go on the 
course until June last 
year, so I spent my first 
year at Cambridge in 
quite a bit of pain,” says 
Jessica. “The treatment 
was from 10am-5pm, 
Monday to Friday, at the 
clinic in Martlesham. 

“There were 12 other 
people on the course, so I 
got to meet other people 
who had Scoliosis; it 
helped to hear their 
stories. The first few days 
were teaching us about 
Scoliosis and then the 
rest of the course was 
about seeing where my 
spine was worse, taking 
measurements and 
learning exercises to 
strengthen my back, 
which I now have to do 
every day for 30 
minutes.” 

As each week of the 
course passed, the curve 
of Jessica’s spine 
improved and, as our 
before and after shots 
show, at the end of the 
four weeks, there was a 
significant change in her 
profile and her back 
muscles were much 
stronger. 

“That was my back at 
it’s worst,” says Jessica, 
pointing to the picture of 
her back taken before her 
treatment began. “I like 


looking at that one and 
seeing the difference.” 

Now living relatively 
pain free, Jessica’s back 
continues to improve 
following the course 
thanks to her daily 
exercise routine. “I get 
quite a nice feeling from 
the exercises, it’s like a 
big stretch in my back,” 
she smiles. 

“I have to put the effort 
in to make sure I do 
them. There are some 
days when I actually can’t 
do them because I’m too 
busy, or I’ve gone away 
for the weekend, but 
generally I do it every 
day. Some days I’d rather 
not, but I make myself.” 

Sitting with perfect 
posture, which Jessica 
tells me requires a lot of 
concentration, it is 
impossible to tell that 
Jessica suffers from 
Scoliosis. 

“A lot of my friends 
don’t really believe that I 
have a spine problem 
because you can’t see it, 
but they would know if 
I’m suffering a bit or if 
I’ve pushed myself too far 
as I’ll be a bit grumpy,” 
laughs Jessica. 

Despite being able to 
manage her Scoliosis 
through exercise, Jessica 
admits that it’s frustrating 
not knowing what caused 
her spine to curve in the 
first place. 

She says: “I’ve never 
had an answer for why I 
got it. The doctors don’t 
know what definitely 
causes it, they just know 
things that can bring it 
about or make it worse, 
like I played the violin for 
five years - that was 
probably something that 


didn’t help. 

“I would definitely say 
that if you’re not happy 
with your back, for 
whatever reason, and you 
don’t want to live with it, 
then see if you can do 
something about it.” 

With no cure for 
Scoliosis, Jessica will 
need to carry on her daily 
exercises until any time 
in the future that her 
condition may change, 
and will return to the 
clinic every six months 
for a check up. 

“The condition 
generally stabilises once 
you stop growing but can 
get worse with gravity 
and old age,” says Jessica. 
“So it could get worse if 
you don’t look after your 
spine - it can also get 
better, but it will never go 
away.” 

Grateful to her parents 
for noticing the curve in 
her back and for helping 
in her recovery, Jessica 
says: “If I hadn’t gone for 
physiotherapy the 
chances are in my middle 
age I would have started 
experiencing respiratory 
problems, osteoporosis 
and more back pain. 
Sometimes, people have 
surgery in their later life 
when it starts getting 
worse.” 

Now enjoying a pain- 
free student life in 
Cambridge, Jessica is 
determined to keep her 
Scoliosis in check and 
live life to the full. 

“It doesn’t stop me 
from doing anything. It’s 
there, it will always be 
there, but I can definitely 
live with it.”

Paul and Nikki Turner believe they 
are the victims of a rogue banker 
who defrauded their small business 
when he worked for HBOS’s Reading 
branch.

Now with the help of well-wishers, 
the family have started a social 
networking campaign via Facebook 
and Twitter to recruit public support 
for their cause, as well as a website. 

Nikki said: “The Facebook site was 
set up by someone we don’t know, 
who wanted to support our case. 
There has also been a website set up 
by someone we’ve never met. The 
website all came about through me 
talking about the case on Twitter, 
and was set up by someone from 
Sawston, just down the road. 

“The Facebook group was set up 
by a musician from Belfast who also

heard about our battle with HBOS 
via Twitter. 

“People have been absolutely fan¬ 
tastic and so supportive.” 

The ‘Stop HBOS’ group was 
created by Stephen Browne, and 
already has over 500 members in 
only a few days. 

A blog detailing the Turner 
family’s ongoing dispute with the 
bank has also been established, at 
www.stop-hbos.co.uk. In June 2009, 
MP Jim Paice raised the issue in the 
House of Commons. 

“The point we are trying to make 
is that if a bank causes you to lose 
your livelihood as they have done to 
us, they cannot also evict you. There 
are a lot of people who have been 
put in this position for any number 
of reasons,” said Nikki.

The bank has already stopped 
bank accounts for their record label 
and music publishing business. 



Progress 
in disease 
research 

SCIENTISTS have made a 
breakthrough in the battle to 
cure major diseases. 

Babraham Research Insti¬ 
tute has made a discovery 
about cells, to hopefully in¬ 
crease understanding of how 
some ailments develop. 

The discovery focused on 
how cells were reprogrammed, 
said Babraham spokeswoman 
Dr Claire Cockcroft. 

She said: “As an embryo dev¬ 
elops, cells acquire a particular 
fate, for example becoming a 
nerve or skin cell. Our findings 
pinpoint a protein called AID 
as being important for cellular 
reprogramming in mammals.” 

She said cells were not only 
governed by the genome - 
hereditary information - but 
by chemical changes to DNA, 
the substance that enables 
human beings to develop. 

Research into these changes 
is called epigenetics, which 
looks at how genes get switch¬ 
ed on or off, enabling different 
tissues and organs to arise 
from a single fertilised egg. 

When epigenetic processes 
go wrong, diseases may occur. 

Unlocking the principles of 
reprogramming can be 
harnessed to benefit regen¬ 
erative medicine and stem cell 
therapy

New campaign 
to tackle waste 

WASTED medication in 
Cambridgeshire is costing 
the taxpayer more than 
£5 million a year. 

NHS Cambridgeshire 
announced the figure ahead 
of a new campaign to reduce 
the problem. 

It said the cash could pay for 
1,000 cataract operations or 
hip replacements, 700 heart 
bypasses, 150 community 
nurses or 900 knee 
operations. 

In the new scheme, GPs 
and prescribing practices 
will encourage people to 
return all their unused 
medication - to see just 
how much of it is being 
wasted. 

One of the main concerns is 
repeat prescriptions, which 
are ordered and collected 
by patients but may not be 
needed because they have 
stopped using the drugs. 
Kelvin Rowland-Jones, 
principal pharmacist at 
NHS Cambridgeshire, said: 
“Wasted medicines means 
wasted money, as med¬ 
icines cannot be reused.”

Set sail for 
tale of love 
on HMS 
Pinafore 


A TALE of love on the high seas can 
be heard this week with 
Cambridge University Gilbert and 
Sullivan Society’s new production of 
HMS Pinafore. 

This much-celebrated comic opera follows the 
fortunes of the eclectic crew aboard the saucy 
ship Pinafore. 

Josephine, the captain’s daughter, is in love 
with foremast lad Ralph Rackstraw, though her 
father has other plans for her future. For 
Josephine has also caught the eye of the Lord of 
the Admiralty, Sir Joseph Porter, who would be 
an excellent catch for any young lady. 

As Josephine faces the choice between head 
and heart, as well as the restraints of social 
convention, several more characters - from 
meddling relatives and horn-piping sailors to 
crafty sea-dogs - are added to the mix to ensure 
the captain has his hands full keeping order on 
deck. 

Filled with music, laughs and sparkling 
dialogue, HMS Pinafore has been delighting 
audiences worldwide for over a century. This 


latest version transports the action from its 
original Victorian setting to the buzz of the roaring 
20s. 

The production is helmed by professional 
director Poppy Burton-Morgan, whose CV 
includes work for The Old Vic, The Almeida, The 
English National Opera and Shakespeare’s Globe. 

“In my - admittedly rather eclectic - theatrical 
career to date I have directed everything from 
Shakespeare to opera, burlesque to puppetry, but 
Gilbert and Sullivan was a first for me so when I 
was approached to direct a production of HMS 
Pinafore, I jumped aboard,” says Poppy. “Until 
this month I actually lived on a Dutch barge on 
the Thames so I couldn’t say no to the chance to 
direct a show set on a boat and show off the 
extent of my nautical knowledge. 

“Without wanting to rock the boat too much in 
bringing a radical new vision to this Victorian 
classic, I chose to transpose the action from the 
1870s to the 20th century - the interwar years - 
giving us a ship full of gallant naval veterans. 

This makes the satirical attacks on the British 
class system all the more pertinent: following on 
the heels of a war in which Lions were led by

COURTNEY Pine, the multi¬ 
award winning saxophonist, 
will serve up a rich dish of jazz 
flavours when he comes to 
Haverhill Arts Centre next 
month as part of the Transition 
in Tradition tour. 

Pine is widely considered to 
have done more for the profile 
of modern British jazz than 
almost any other figure. Some

The big film 



EDGE OF DARKNESS (15,116 
mins) Thriller. Mel Gibson, Ray 
Winstone, Danny Huston, Bojana 
Novakovic, Jay O Sanders.

POLITICAL intrigue and corporate 
skulduggery comes in Martin 
Campbell’s slick reduction of the 
1985 BBC mini-series, Edge Of 
Darkness. 

Adapted for the big screen by 
William Monahan and Andrew 
Bovell, the film version of Edge Of 
Darkness condenses six episodes 
of suspense into an engrossing 
two hours, transplanting the cat 
and mouse thrills to Boston. 

Campbell directed the original 
television series and has since 
proved his mettle with big budget 
blockbusters including The Mask 
Of Zorro and Casino Ftoyale. 

His credentials with high-octane 
action sequences come in useful 
for the sporadic set pieces here, 
including a couple of blood- 
spattered shoot-outs. 

The orchestrator of the carnage 
is homicide detective Thomas 
Craven (Gibson), a veteran of the 
Boston Police Department, who is 
looking forward to a visit from his 
24-year-old daughter, Emma 


(Novakovic). A happy reunion 
turns to tragedy when a masked 
assassin guns down Emma on the 
steps of the family home, taking a 
bullet many believe was meant for 
her old man. 

Consumed with grief, Thomas 
shuns support from fellow 
detective Whitehouse (Sanders), 
preferring to investigate his 
daughter’s murder on his own 
terms. 

Anguish turns to incredulity as 
the cop uncovers his daughter’s 
secret life as an activist. 

As Craven edges closer to the 
truth and Emma’s involvement in 
the Northmoor research facility 
run by Jack Bennett (Huston), 


the government hires shadowy 
figure Darius Jedburgh 
(Winstone) to silence the 
renegade detective. 

However, the enigmatic 
Jedburgh has his own agenda. 

Edge Of Darkness begins at a 
canter but slows noticeably in 
the plot-saturated middle act 
when Craven experiences 
beatific visions of his daughter 
from childhood. 

Gibson has played the 
embattled father before in 
Ransom and he weeps 
convincingly here, when he’s not 
beating up shady individuals 
who stand between him and the 
identity of Emma’s killer.

Compost quality is still a 
mixed bag, research finds 


T here is still huge 

disparity between the 
quality of different 
composts on the market, 
according to new research. 

Gardeners may be wasting 
their money on products which 
produce small, sickly looking 
plants, according to trials by 
Which? Gardening. 

B&Q Multipurpose, B&Q 
Sowing and Cutting composts 
and consistent performer New 
Horizon Organic and Peat Free 
Growbag all received Best Buys 
for seed sowing composts. 
Meanwhile, B&Q Multipurpose, 
B&Q John Innes No 2 and 
Westland West & Multi Purpose 
Compost were given Best Buys 
for growing on small plants.

However, Which? Gardening 
awarded Don’t Buys to two 
composts - Homebase 
Multipurpose Peat-Free and Vital 
Earth Seed & Cutting Compost. 
Both these products performed 
poorly overall in the seed sowing 
tests, with less than 40 per cent of 
seeds germinating when sown in 
these products. 

Richard Gianfrancesco, head of 
research for Which? Gardening, 
says: “One of the best things a 
gardener can do to help seeds or 
plug plants do well is grow them 
in good-quality compost, but 
with so many different products 
on sale it can be really tricky to 
know which one to choose. 

“As our rigorous research has 
shown, choose well and young 
plants should thrive, but pick the 
wrong compost and you could 
end up with plants that either 


look sickly and unhealthy, or 
simply don’t germinate at all.” 

Of course, the other option is 
to make your own seed compost 
which will save you money. It can 
be made out of organic 
ingredients such as leaf mould, 
coir and loam. 

Seed composts should be well 
aerated and warm. They should 
be soil-less and consist of equal 
parts of fine textured bulking 
material such as coir and fine 
sand, which ensures effective 
drainage and aeration for 
germinating seeds. 

Ingredients should contain 
little in the way of additional 
fertilisers, as seeds don’t like high 
nutrient levels and may not 
germinate in rich mixtures. 

One recommended recipe is 
one part leaf mould, one part grit 
cleaned from gutters, plus small 
amounts of used house plant 
compost with perlite. 

However, two-year-old leaf 
mould is perfect to use on its own 
as a seed compost, says Heather 
Jackson, project co-ordinator at 
Garden Organic, the UK’s leading 
organic growing charity. 

“You can’t make seed compost 
out of your normal compost as it 
will be too high in nutrients. The 
ideal growing medium for seeds 


is two-year-old leaf mould, which 
is spongy, light, low in nutrients, 
keeps moist and you don’t have 
to sieve it.” 

Another alternative is to collect 
molehill soil, which is very fine 
but fairly weed-free and not 
nutrient rich, she adds. Mix that 
with grit and it should make a 
good seed compost. 

It is also possible to re-use 
home-made seed compost for 
another crop once your seedlings 
have been pricked out, she adds.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Hellebore 

The subtle, delicate flowers of 
this pretty winter plant belie the 
fact that it’s a tough little charmer 
which can survive poor 
conditions, although it prefers a 
moist, humus-rich soil. 

Hellebores are best planted in 
groups at the front of a partially 
shady mixed border, or beneath 
deciduous shrubs among spring¬ 
flowering bulbs. Large clumps 
can be divided after flowering.

SCRAPPAGE is officially due to 
end on February 28 - but any¬ 
one wanting to take advantage 
of the ace deals around is 
advised to get their order in as 
quickly as possible because it’s

possible that the money alloc¬ 
ated to the scheme will run 
out before then. 

The Government-backed 
initiative has proved hugely 
successful for the trade and the 
public alike, accounting for a fifth 
of new car registrations since its 
inception last May. 

The £2,000 discount for a traded- 
in older car sparked a 39 per cent 
sale rise in December when 
compared to the same month in 
2008, but it was always due to be 
curtailed at the end of February 
and it now looks possible that not 
all customers who order their new 
car before February 28 under the 
scheme will receive the discount. 

“Potential buyers are advised 
that they have to put their name 
down at the dealership before 
February 28,” says SMMT (Society 
of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders) media manager Jon Viss- 
cher, “and if they don’t do that then 


they are not going to be entitled to 
any scrappage subsidy. 

“Even if they do get their name 
down, they might not get the 
scrappage money if the money 
runs out before the end of the 
month.” 

The Government allocated £400 
million to get the scheme going, 
and this fund is now depleted by 
the 360,000 new car customers 
who have taken advantage of the 
offer. 

“We anticipate this year will be 
another tough year,” says Visscher 
of the post-scrappage market, 
citing the VAT increase to 17.5 per 
cent as another concern to car 
retailers. 

“But we think manufacturers will 
be able to plan more evenly during 
the year.” 

Either way, now’s the time to line 
up your scrappage exchange.
